1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of reference fails to teach the claimed process having the resin reservoir, gate, cut 
punch in which the cut punch pushes the still molten resin material in the resin reservoir 
back into the gate and cuts the resin material at the communicating portion. The closest 
prior art of record, Kudo, teaches in the background information that punching while still 
in the molten state produces burrs which would cause structural problems, and the 
invention of Kudo itself teaches of punching while the material is cooled.
